REISSUE DECLARATIOM UNDER 37 C.F.R. S 1.175 
We, Thomas O. BALES, Charles R. SLATER, and Kevin W. SMITH, hereby 
declare that: 

1 . We believe we are the original, first, and joint inventors of the subject 
matter claimed in U.S. Patent No. 6,024,708, granted Feomary 15, 2000, and for which 
a reissue patent is sought on the invention entitled "RADIAL JAW BIOPSY FORCEPS." 

2. We have reviewed and understand the contents of the above-identified 
reissue application, including the claims. 

3. We acl<nowledge the duty to disclose infornation which is material to the 
examination of this reissue application in accordance with Title 37, C.F.R. § 1.56(a). 

4. We believe that U.S. Patent No. 6,024,708 is partially inoperative because 
we claimed less than we had a right to claim in that patent Thus, we respectfully 
request new claims 33-80 be added to broaden the scope of allowed independent 
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claims 1 and 21 of the 6,024,708 patent. In particular, newly added independent claims 
33 and 53 broaden the claimed subject matter of allowed claims 1 and 21, respectively. 
Claims 33 and 53 recite, among other things, an edge of the distalmost end of one of 
the jaws (or first jaw) includes teeth radially disposed about the center point, and an 
edge of the distalmost end of the other jaw (or second jaw) includes at least one tooth, 
whereas claims 1 and 21 recite "an edge of the distalmost end of each of the jaws 
includes teeth radially disposed about the center point." That is, the broadening 
language recites one jaw as having radially disposed teeth (though the claims still cover 
the instance where both jaws have radially disposed teeth. The language of dependent 
claims 34-52 and 54-64 substantially corresponds to that of dependent claims that 
issued In U.S. Patent No. 6.024,708. Similarly, we also request new claims 65-80 be 
added. These claims have similar language as the claims that Issued in U.S. Patent 
No. 6,264,617, but independent claims 65 and 74 in this group recite one jaw as having 
radially disposed teeth. 

5. All errors being corrected In the reissue application up to the tirhe of filing 
of the present Declaration arose without any deceptive irtention on our part. 

6. We hereby declare that all statements mads herein of our own knowledge 
are true and that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; 
and further that these statements were made with the kniDwIedge that willful false 
statements and the like so made are punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under 
section 1001 of Title 18 of the United States Code, and that such willful false statements 
may jeopardize the validity of the application or any patent issuing thereon.
